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ABSTRACT AND INTRODUCTION 


This paper provides the 5 th application of the destructive institution * framework. In this case the 
application is to the current worldwide refugee crisis from an ingress (asylum seeking) perspective in 
5 democracies. The refugee crisis application of the destructive institution contract is provided. The 
recommendations in the destructive institution framework apply.

The first four applications of the destructive institution framework are contained in the paper above. 
These are: (1) chattel slavery (USA historical focus); (2) climate crisis (USA and worldwide focus); (3) 
mass shootings crisis (USA focus); (4) opioid crisis (USA focus with potential for worldwide crises). 
The first four applications were destructive institutions for profit applications of the destructive 
25 institution contract. The worldwide ingress refugee crisis application is the first destructive government 
application, specifically a democratic destructive government application.

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DEMOCRATIC DESTRUCTIVE GOVERNMENTS 


The following definition is copied from the destructive institution framework paper: 

5 

destructive institution: An institution that has a complex of amoral power embedded in it 
operating in the background (as an invisible hand) and has a destructive institution core 
contained in it as a central sub-system operating in the foreground with one or more bonded 
destructive institution contracts. Synonyms (depending on institutional context): destructive 
10 government, destructive industry, destructive corporation, destructive enterprise, etc. 

It states that destructive government is a synonym for destructive institution when applied to the 
context of a government. However, this plays out differently in dictatorships and totalitarian states 
compared to democracies. In democracies the destructive government needs to have significant and 
15 well tuned destructive institution brainhacking plays by the complex of amoral power in order to 
preserve their power by gaining and sustaining political support in the democratic society. In 
dictatorships and totalitarian states the majority people are more inclined to fall in line with gross 
destructive institution brainhacking to avoid the harsh consequences of not doing so. 

20 Note that in most cases a democratic destructive government has significant positive benefits for their 
people in the society, however this analysis does not consider positive benefits as a trade-off for the 
destruction. In other words a democratic government would be considered a democratic destructive 
government if it is outstanding in all ways for its people except one way where it meets the definition 
of destructive government (e.g., with the degradation or destruction of refugees' unalienable Rights 
25 such as Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness). 

There is significant danger to a democratic society by tolerating their democratic destructive 
government because the expansion/creep of that destructive government is inevitable along with the 
spawning and sustaining of destructive institutions for profit. The inherent structure of any destructive 
30 institution is to sustain and grow the destruction - until it is eliminated by legal means. For more on 
this see the destructive institution framework paper - specifically the Recommendations section and 
Considerations for the Elimination of a Destructive Institution section.

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UNINTENDED CONSEQUENCE: DESTRUCTION OF THE GOLDEN RULE 


With a destructive government, the degradation or destruction of the Golden Rule (i.e., the principle of 
treating people the way you want to be treated) in society is obvious compared to a destructive 
5 institution for profit. In both cases the unintended consequence of no or low empathy for the 

destruction and human impacts of the destructive institution leads to the degradation or destruction of 
the Golden Rule. The Golden Rule is the cornerstone of all major religions and the cornerstone of all 
ethical societies; empathy is the foundation of the Golden Rule. Destructive institution brainhacking, is 
essential to drive the no/low empathy and to ease the cognitive dissonance of the degradation or 
10 destruction of the Golden Rule, especially with people that consider themselves religious. This is a key 
play by the complex of amoral power for their self-preservation and growth. 

For the people that consider themselves religious, the complex of amoral power will lead them to a 
selective Golden Rule situation where they can find a moral safe-harbor in one or more areas to ease 
15 the cognitive dissonance yet disregard morality or the Golden Rule in other areas - like the refugee 
crisis. The degradation or destruction of the Golden Rule regarding ingress refugees seeking asylum is 
glaring. Thus, the no/low empathy for refugees from people who consider themselves religious actually 
degrades or destroys their religious foundation. This is a manifestation of the action/reaction principle 
(i.e., for every action there is a reaction). 
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WORLDWIDE REFUGEE CRISIS APPLICATION OF DESTRUCTIVE INSTITUTION

Below is the application mapping of the destructive institution contract clauses to the refugee crisis 
5 destructive institution contract. See Figure 3. Note that border control policies have benefits for a 
country; however the application of the destructive institution contract stands regarding the worldwide 
refugee crisis; this analysis does not consider positive aspects as trade-offs for the destruction.

Refugee Crisis destructive institution contract 

A forced relationship between a destructive 
institution core and individuals, groups of 
individuals, general population or other 
institutions - set by institutional policy; 
where, 

Forced Relationship: The refugee crisis is a forced 
relationship between a democratic destructive 
government core and the population of ingress refugees 
seeking asylum - set by governmental policy. The 
complex of amoral power with its dominance in society 
enables this destructive institution contract for its self- 
preservation and growth by supporting the democratic 
destructive government core. This is enabled by legalized 
corruption (i.e., virtually out-of-control money flows that 
directly or indirectly supports politicians) and 
destructive institution brainhacking. 

the destructive institution core, via this 
relationship, is characterized as 
performing, licensing, approving or 
facilitating: funding, acts and/or 
communications that drives the institution's 
core gains including financial gains that are 
correlated with powerful and large scale 
destruction; where, 

Institutional Support for Core Gains: The refugee crisis 
democratic destructive government core is characterized 
as performing, licensing, approving or facilitating: 
funding, acts and/or communications that drives their 
core gains including political gains that are correlated 
with powerful and large scale destruction (refugee crisis) 
as part of boarder control operations. This includes 
denial to refugees seeking asylum with internment camp 
or equivalent deplorable living conditions with: little to 
no educational opportunities, insufficient healthcare, 
insufficient work for refugees, family/child separation (in 
some cases), etc. This is to prevent and discourage the 
asylum seeking refugees from gaining a foothold in the 
ingress nation - notwithstanding international laws and 
the need for most of these nations to increase the 
population and fill gaps with worker shortages. The 
refugees are also a convenient scapegoat for and 
distraction from the failings of the ingress nations where 
the poor treatment of the refugees gains political support 
with some citizens that have grievances with society.

Refugee Crisis destructive institution contract 


This is supported by destructive institution brainhacking. 
(See unalienable Rights section below for a description 
of the destruction). 

these core gains are the rewards and 
reinforcement of rewards (i.e., significant 
control response to positive feedback) that 
sustains and grows further destruction; 
where, 

Reinforcement of Rewards (Positive Feedback 

Response): The refugee crisis democratic destructive 
government core gains including political gains are the 
rewards and reinforcement of rewards that sustains and 
grows further destruction - i.e., sustains and grows the 
refugee crisis. The refugee crisis democratic destructive 
government core is poorly regulated or controlled by the 
democratic society given the level of destruction that 
allows this democratic destructive government to exist by 
the people. This poorly controlled democratic destructive 
government is sustained by legalized corruption and 
destructive institution brainhacking. The Reinforcement 
of Rewards (positive feedback response) of destruction 
for political gains is a key sustaining force for the 
refugee crisis democratic destructive government core. 

there is an out-of-control destruction 
situation (i.e., significant lack of control 
response to negative feedback) with 
malfunctioning or no control limit to the 
destruction (i.e., no/poor checks) and 
malfunctioning or no control of the growth 
of destruction (i.e., no/poor balance); 
where, 

Out-of-Control Destruction (Lack of Negative Feedback 

Response): There is malfunctioning or no control limit to 
the destruction (i.e., no/poor checks) and malfunctioning 
or no control of the growth of destruction (i.e., no/poor 
balance) with the refugee crisis democratic destructive 
government core working with the invisible hand of the 
complex of amoral power for their self-preservation and 
growth using legalized corrupt money flows and 
destructive institution brainhacking to have a large base 
of supporters that have no or low empathy to the 
destruction and human impacts such that there is not a 
limit to and no throttling down of the refugee crisis. This 
provides key support for the refugee crisis democratic 
destructive government core. (See unalienable Rights 
section below for a description of the destruction). 

the security of unalienable Rights such as 
Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness 
of people are neglected, degraded or 
destroyed; where, 

Destruction of Unalienable Rights: The result of the 
refugee crisis destructive institution contract is that the 
democratic destructive government core acts as a 
tyrannical force against the refugees with the destruction 
of the refugees' unalienable Rights - including Life, 
Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness. An unintended 
consequence of this is the degradation or destruction of 
the Golden Rule (i.e., the principle of treating people the 
way you want to be treated) in society. This is a 
manifestation of the action/reaction principle (i.e., for 
every action there is a reaction).

Unrepairable: The refugee crisis destructive institution 
contract along with the complex of amoral power (the 
invisible hand enabler) must be eliminated by legal 
means to make it right in an ethical society - and not 
attempt to repair the unrepairable.
